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: PARISH C CUNCIL NOTES 
The monthly mecting of the Parish Council was held on Tucsday 19th 
Cctober in the School Lounge. 


Tesco =xtension 


The Chairman welcomed Mr. Railton of Wilmctts, the Contractors employed 
by Tesco on the extension to the superstore, and invited hirn to explain and 
clarify the rebuilding plans and the landscaping schome being implemented. 
Mr. Railton said that the spine paih was in the process of being re-routed 


. and apologised to villagers for any inconvenience caused. Every effort was 
being made to keep the existing path mud-free, but this has been made 
* difficult by the recent wet weather, The old car park is being re-surfaced 


and the irees removed and replaced. Councillors asked for the rubble in 
the old car park to be removed or at least fencod in to prevent children 
from playing on it.. Two main areas of rounding are being constructed and 
will be landscaped:and planted with shrubs, and trees will be planted beside 

@ the electricity sub station. Mr. Railton confirmed that plans for 2 new 
Garden Centre had been shelved for the time being, although it is possible 
that.this will be reconsidered laicr. He suggested that the Parish Council 
should liaise closely with Wilmott's. during the building and landscaping 
work, and asked councillors or members of the public to speak to him _or 
the site manager without delay if and when any preblems should arise. 


Miscellancous other matiers 


Mr. Coteman had further inforrmation on the proposed new signposts for the 
A604, and copies of this will be circulated to parish councillors for 
discussion at the next meeting. The goalposts have been replaced and trees 
ordered to plant in place of those damaged by vandals. The tree planting 
scheme has been put inte operation with the ground alongside the Lolworth 
boundary being prepared for planting during the winter. us revised plan for 
phase 4 was discussed and the Parish Council will object to the increase 
density and the planned use of garage courts. The Planning Committec is 
to be re-convened and will consist of Mr. Hall and Mr. Green, under the 
chairmanship cf Mr. Duce.e Mr. Carr suggested that the piece of land 
between the Green Hut site and the memorial garden could be put to use as 
® a bowling green, and this is to be discussed in detail at the next mecting.

No-one can soy for sure which view is correct on this difficult and complex 
subject, but of one thing I am convinced - that war is an unnecessary and 
obscene evil; and-if preaching peace is "communist propaganda" then I'm 
all in favour! Mrs. Lay's letter is a perfect example of the unthinking 
. : anti-Russian hysteria which is almost automatic in so many in cur supposedly 
free-thinking society, and which Professor Cornford is trying so hard to 
reason with and dispel. :

I should like to reply to the letter from Mrs. Lay published in last month's 
News. I have met Professor Cornford, and heard him speak on the subject 
of Russian Foreign Policy. The views he expresses come from over two 
years' reseach into, and consideration of, the subjecte They are the valid 
opinions of a sincere man and a genuine opponent of the Nuclear /srms Race. 
He has no 'nasty ends' and is certainly, by his own assertion, not a 
Communist. 


Whilst one does not expect everyone to agree with Professor Cornford's 
views it is quite unjustified to accuse hira of peddling Communist propaganda. 


Cur own government, and the Americans also, have their propaganda 
P machine anc I think they use it so effectively that we are unable to consider 
objectively any arguments which are even slightly pro-itussian. 


Perhaps, if more of us could, as Professor Cornford has, get away from 
. the idea that Russia. necessarily cquals aggressor, we would be able to 
() begin to move away from, rather than towards the full scale Nuclear War 
that daily becomes more likely.
